DIVISION OF ENFORCEMENT’S MOTION FOR ADJOURNMENT
OF HEARING AND FOR SCHEDULING PREHEARING CONFERENCE

On February 13, 2015, the Commission issued an Order Instituting Administrative and
Cease-and-Desist Proceedings Pursuant to Section 8A of the Securities Act of 1933, Sections 4C
and 21C of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934, and Rule 102(e) of the Commission Rules of
Practice (“OIP”) against Respondents Traci J. Anderson, CPA, Timothy W. Camahan and Cyios
Corporation.
